League strenuously opposed the 
enactment of my proposed legisia- 
tion.

California should have some such 
institution. With a law requiring 
u person acquitted of crime by 
reason of insanity to be placed 
for safe keeping in an asylum for 
the criminally insane, 
would be protected: and the 
chances are that fabricated pleas 
of insanity waquid thereafter be 
interposed less frequently than at 
present.

GREAT STONE FACE 


Curiosity Guards South Portal of 
Village of Hinesburg. Vt. 


A great stone face has ‘een die- 
|covered in the village of Hines- 
burg. It is located in the south | 
end of the village and faces sout!. 
a sort of guardian of the south 
portal of the town. It is from the 
west that the features are clearly 
geen. Topping a good-sized rock 
on the land of T. J. MecKensie, 
and about 100 feet from the main 
road, the clear-cut lines of a man's 
head are plainly discernible. The 
chin is very prominent. The mouth 
is wide, the nose slightly hooked 
and the eye very clearly cut in 
the face. This freak of nature is 
fully as plain to the eye ag the 
famous “Old Man of the Moun- 
tain,” near the Profile House in 
the White Mountains. Hines- 
bure’s great stone face Was dis- 
covered, it is claimed, by D. G. 
Stone, a harness maker in that vil- 
lage; He has called the atten- 
tion of a number of people to it, 
among them the Rev. G. C. Cor- 
neil, pastor of the church at Hines 
burg, who took seme anashots of 
the face.

About half the weight of a bulld- 
ing is carried on the poste, which 
should rest on piers. The posts 
support a girder on which the in- 


piers should be higher than the 
basement fioor in order to pre- 
vent rot if the basement should be 
damp. Often the concrete of the 
floor is run up around the bases 
of the posts thus sealing up the 
end and creating a favorable con- 
dition for dry-rot. In either case 
the post will eventually settle with 
unpleasant results. The piers 
should be carefully made, flat on 
the bottom and of adequate bear- 
ing surface on the soil underneath 

Most hou are safe enough 
so far as floor supports are 
concerned, but. the floor should be 
rigid and stiff to prevent crack- 
ing plaster, sagging or spring ead 
creaking floors. Joists aré com- 
monly strong enough for this pur- 
pose, so the stiffness is the main 
factor to be considered. The de- 
termination of this will probably 
require some expert advice, though 
walking or stamping on the floor 
will often reveal a weakness. The 
Joists should have uniform bear- 
ings where they enter masonry 
walis, otherwise uneven settling 
will follow with humpy floors and 
loosened nails. Where joists are 
not of a single timber the two 
pieces making them up should be 
well and strongly spiked towether. 
Joists should be anchored to 
masonry Walls about every fourth 


or fifth joist with T-shaped meta! 
straps nailed to the side of the 
joist nedr the bottom, with the 


wall 1800 of pulling the wall 
down with it.

Floor joists are often weakened 
through cutting or boring holes in 
them to make room for piumbing 
or some other mechanical equi & 
ment.

The usual or common Japatese 
house is partitioned off by etand- 
ardized sliding doors which, when 
pushed open, practically convert 
all communicating rooms into one ' 
large room. The windows are 
never of uniform size, but may — 
tend from the floor to the ceiling 
or from the ceiling to several feet 
below it, according to the design of 
the house. These windows are all 
made to slide into a box-like re- 
ceptacie built on a corner of the 
exterior of the house. All the win- j 
dows, aa well as the doors, may be 
elid back, thus exposing the whole | 
side of the house to the Weather. 
This statement explains, says the 
lumber division of the Department 
of Commerce, why the Japanese 
don't ‘buy more doors 
and sashes. 

' DEMAND INCREASING 
Of late there has been a small, 
but gradually increasing demand 
for foreign style office buildings, 
warehouses, and factory buildings.

One of the most recent of forms 
of insurance designed to protect 
manufacturers is that known as 
“motor breakdown and t 
insurance.” 

This policy provides that in case 
a motor breaks down or is burned 
out, the insurance company com- 
pensates the owner for the loss of 
time and the loss of production 
due to the tie-up in his machinery. 

In addition, the company guar- 
antees to replace the disabled mo- 
tor in much shorter time than 
could possibly be done by the own- 
er. This is made possible by af- 
filiations which the Insurance com- 
pany has with the manufacturers 
of motors. 
When a firm is protected by this 
form of policy, and a breakdown 
occurs, it is simply necessary to 
phone the local representative of 
the insurance company, notifying 
them of the type and size of the 
motor, and a man is placed on the 
job immediately to rush the work 
of replacing or repairing the motor.

The magician takes a piece of 
string and ties it into three knots, 
as shown in figures 1, 2 and 3. He 
draws the knots tight, and then, 
suddenly pulling on the ends of 
the string, causes them all to break 
away. The string comes out abso- 
lutely straight. 

The trick is very easy, and can 


be learned by studying the draw- 


ings. But the spectators will not 
find it so simple, and every time 
they attempt to duplicate the per- 
former’s work they will run into 
some snag that will cause the 
string to tighten into a firm, tan- 
gled mass of knots. 

Take the string, and tie it into 
a single knot, as shown in figure 
1. Be sure the end A is in front, 
just as shown in the diagram. 
Now tie a s@cond knot, the du- 
plicate of the first. In taking the 
ends of the string to tie the second 
knot, bring end B in back of end 
A; then bring end B over and in 
under end A, so that the string 
comes into the position of figure 
2. This is an sordinary square 
knot, and can be learned very 
quickly if the reader is not l- 
ready familiar with it. Notice, 
however, that in figures 1 and 
2, end A is always in front. 

Then take end A (figure 2) and 
push it through the lower loop 
(loop X) from the front. Bring it 
around again to the front, and push 


it through the upper loop Y, from 


the front. Figure 3 shows the 
exact procedure. This last move- 
men 


apparently makes the knots 
mo intricate, and presumably 
tangles things up hopelessly. Or 
the contrary, it automatically un- 
tes the knots and makes things 
ready” fer the finish. Pull slowly 


on ends A and B (figure 3,) and

Take hold of the first loop (X) 
and set it over the left fingers. 
(See figure B.) Then do likewise 
with loops Y and Z Do not let 
the string get twisted. Set each 
loop squately over the ends of the 
fingers until, finally, the string ap- 
pears as in figure C. 

Se far, everything has been fair 
and above board. But now the 
trick comes in. Take the end A in 
the right hand, and quickly push 
it through the three loops, as in- 
dicated by the dotted line (see fig- 
ure C.) 

Retain the end A in the right 
hand, and shake the loops from off 
the fingers, so that the string hangs 
by end A. The loops will still 
hang together in a semitangled 
state. Take hold of end B with the 
left hand, and draw the ends 
apart. The loops will all pass 
away, and the string will come out 
straight, as shown in figure D. 


The jmportant part of the trick, 


it will be noted, is the point when 
end A is pushed through the loops. 
Some performers prefer to hold 
the end B in the left band, by grip- 
ping it between th& thumb and 


forefinger, before the loops are let 


fall. This is a variation that can 
be introduced if desired. Every 
trick may be varied to suit indi- 
vidual needs, as long as the real

HANKSGIVING days have always been 

observed. Ever since men have ex- 
fisted there has existed gratitude also. 
Every man in the world has at some time 
in his lite telt in his heart thankful for 
something. And whether it be the humble, 
silent prayer of an individual or the merry 
demonstrations of assemblies it is all 


\” Thanksgiving, which is the offspring of 


gratitude. 

It is generally believed that Thankagiv- 
ing Day had its origin in this country and 
that the idea, quite Minervalike, sprang in- 
to the brain of Gov. Bradford in 1621. 

It is true that Gov. Bradford did suggest 
that the day of Thanksgiving be estab- 
lished with our Puritan forefathers that 
they might thank God for the blessings re- 

_ @eived in their abundant harvests. 

This was the divinely natural thing for 
them to do when they saw the harvests 
laden with abundance. 

But this was not by any means the first 
Thanksgiving Day. 

The first references to days of thanksgiv- 
ing are of biblical record. 

In the Book of Judges we read of the 
Canaanites, “And they went out into the 
fields and gathered their vineyards and 
trode the grapes and held festival and went 
into the house of their God, and did eat, 
and drink.” Later among the cvvrews as 
an act of worship to Jehovah it is recorded, 
“The feast of Tabernacles was held.” So 
called because every one lived in booths or 


tents during the festival in memory of the 
‘years when the nation had had no settled 


home. 
In Deuteronomy Moses directed “Thou 


halt observe the feast of Tabernacles 


seven days, after that thou hast gathered 
in from thy threshing floor and from thy 
wine press; and thou shalt rejoice in thy 
feast, thou and thy son, and thy daughter 
and thy man-servant and thy maid-servant 
and the Levite and the stranger and the 
fatheriess and the widow that are within 
thy gates. Seven days shalt thou keep a 
solemn feast. unto the Lord, thy God 
. . . because the Lord thy God shall 
bless thee in all thine increase and in all 
the works of thine hands therefore thou 
shalt surely rejoice.” 

In Leviticus the command is “When ye 
have gathered in the fruit of the land ye 
shall keep a feast unto the Lord 
and ye shall rejoice before the Lord your 
God seven days.” 

The Tabernacies, the harvest festival

cal Jewish feast of Tabernacles.

Bret Harte’s short stories and the verses 
of Joaquin Miller, “Poet of the Sierras,” 


have been enshrined in the hearts of true 


Cajifornians. Miller's Columbus ranks 
with the great poems of literature; his 
treatment of the ‘49ers has immortalized 
the American argonauts. 

Early in the 50’s the “Golden Era” made 
its appearance, then “The Pioneer and 
“Hutching’s~California Magazine.” Of more 
significance was the founding, in 1868, of 
“Overland Monthly” by Bret Harte. This 
became an outlet for mining camp stories, 
articles both serious and humorous, dialect 
poems and literary criticism. Among the 
contributors were Charles Warren Stod- 
dard. Ambrose Bierce, Mark Twain, Ina 
Coolbrith and W. C. Bartlett. 


With the opening of the transcontinen- 
tal railroad California entered a new era— 
an era not altogether conducive to the crea- 
tion of literature. The finest of the hu 
morists—Ross Browne, Mark Twain, Dan 
de Quille, Sam Davis, Squibob—have 
passed or are passing. Robert Louis 
Stephenson wrote “The Silverado Squat- 
ters,” Frank Norris gave us The Octopus,” 
and Jack London won fame for his brilliant 
stories. But the great California novel 
since 1869 has not yet been written. 
Suddenly “The Man With the Hoe” ap- 
‘pears, and Edwin Markham is acclaimed 
“The poet of humanity.” Other poets in- 
clude Clarence Urmy with his chaste “Vin- 
tage of Verse,” Herbert Bashford, author 
of “Tlie Wolves of the Sea,” Carrie Stevens 
Walter and her “Rose Ashes,” Fred Emer- 
son Brooks in “Pickett’s Charge and Other 
Poems,” John Vance Cheney, friend of 
books and rare poet humorist, and Edwin 
Rowland Sill, California's purest lyric poet.

At 
the head is the State Board of Education, 
whose chief executive officer is the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction. Each 
county has its superintendent, and each 
city system has its special organization. 

The course of study in the elementary 
and intermediate schools, while laying em- 
phasis dn the fundamentals, has been en- 
richéd until it is believed to include all the 
cultural interests of@the child. 

Nowhere has there been more remark- 
able development of the high schools than 
in California. Every city and town—al- 
most every village—now has its “people’s 
college,” with splendid buildings and a 
wide variety of courses. In a number of 
the cities the Junior College has been de-

Clara, both founded in 1851. Leland Stan- 
ford Junior University was founded near 
Palo Alto by Senator Stanford in 1890 as a 
memorial to his only son who died at an 
early age. Its declared object is “to 
qualify students for personal success and 
direct usefulness in life.” This is the most 
richly endowe iversity in California. It 
enjoys an excefient reputation throughout 
the country.

‘Tm the southern part of the State the UT 
versity of Southern California, founded in 
Los Angeles in 1880, is the largest institu- 
tion Of higher learning, having more than 
4000 students each year.

home community. 

The teachers of California are effectively 
organized for the advancement of their pro- 
fession. The California Teachers’ Associ- 
ation, having a membership of many thou- 
sands, is a federated society, the most nu- 
merous unit of whith is the California 
Teachers“ Association, Southern Section. 
The Council of Education is the central 
body of the association and is composed of 
representatives of the respective sections. 
The California Teachers’ Asseciation has 
had a marked influence in advancing the 
cause of education, and its annual gather- 
ings are an inspiration to the teachers of 
the State. 

The State University, located dh a cam- 
pus at Berkeley, unsurpassed in beauty, 
was founded in 1868, and has grown from a 
small college to be one of the largest and 
best universities of the world. By the de- 
velopment of its varied activities, it has 
made its influence felt in many lines 
throughout the State. Particularly marked 
has been the influence of the College of 
Agriculture, with its great farm and school 
at Davis and its citrus station at River- 
side. The Extension Division and corre- 
spondence courses have been the means of 
reaching many thousands who could not 
otherwise receive university Instruction. 

The annual summer session of the uni- 
versity at Berkeley is maintained primarily 
for the: Benefit of teachers, thousands of 
whom are thus given the opportunity for 
continuing their teudies and advancing 
themsefves professionally. Beginning in 
1918 a summer session is also held in Los 
Angeles. 

In 1929 the State Normal School at Los 
Angeles became by act of Legislature the 
Southern Branch of the University of Ca 
fornia, thus still further extending the in- 
fluence of the great institution of learning. 


Two of the oldest colleges of the State 
are the College of the Pacific. pet * Jose 
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tion of teachers, are situated at San Jose, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, San Diego, 
Chico, Fresno, Santa Barbara and Eureka. 
The oldest of these is the schoo] at San 
Jose, which was established in 1862. 
Through these schools many thousands of 
teachers have been prepared for their pro- 
fession. 

Among the other State educational insti- 
tutions are the California Polytechnic 
School at San Luis Obispo and the Call 
fornia Institution for the Deaf and the 
Blind at Oakland. Instituti combining 
educational and reformatory Wneasures in- 
clude the Preston School of Industry, near 
lone, the California School for Girls, at 
Ventura, and the Whittier State School, at 
Whittier. 

A large variety of private schools, some 
dealing chiefly with cultural subjects and 
others being in the main vocational, may 
he found scattered throughout California. 

The people of the State have great faith 
in education and expend vast sums of 
money to maintain their schools, which are 
perhaps without superiors anywhere in the 
world. Money spent in providing educa 
tion of the right sort is always well in- 
vested.

The educational institutions of the State 


[proved to be most effective in the time ot 


war. From the smallest school garden to 
the great university war camp, their ef- 
forts showed zeal and intelligence beyond 
expectation. Even before the declaration 
of a state of war President Benjamin I. 
Cali- 
fornia, “with all its equipment and re- 
sources, unreservedly at the disposal of the 
government.” The University made many 
notable contributions, including more than 
4000 stars on its service flag—ninety-three 
of them turned to gold—the work of Dean 
Thomas F. Hunt of the College of Agricul- 
ture as Chairman of the Agricultural Pro- 
duction Board and of the District Milk 
Commission of the United States Food Ad- 
ministration, the activities of farm advisers 
in bringing about greater production of 
food stuffs essential to the winning of the 
war, and scientific investigations along 
many lines. After a year and a half of par- 
ticipation in the war, the University found 
itself a “huge military machine.” The 
other universities and colleges of the State, 
as well as the schools of every rank and 
rode, have likewise an honorable record 


to their credit, each according to its oppor- 
‘tunity and station. 


It was a war of all the people in the 
case of humanityy. California was far re- 
moved from the scenes of battle and es- 
caped with comparatively little suffering. 
With fertile fields and ample resources, it 
was not easy to understand the depriva- 
tions and sacrifices of those less fortunate. 
Nevertheless we may gratefully record the 
fact that the spirit, of a willing and united 
people—the humblest worker and the 
wealthiest capitalist, the little child and 
the Governor of the great State—rendered 
valiant service in advancing the cause of 
democracy and vindicating righteousness 
among men. |

If it 
is excessive in quaniity, or if it is unduly 
difficult to digest, the digestive juices can 
neither protect it by their antiseptic action, 
nor can they handle it quickly enough to 
prevent the bacteria from turning some of 
it into garbage. It is the unprotected, un- 
used food which the bacteria attack, break- 
ing it down and converting it into some- 
thing that is poisonous and harmful to the 
system, and, incidentally, forming gas.

my associates 1 would have kept the

The temptation to stop and hang on to 
what one has is quite natural.

have never felt the urge myself but I can 
comprehend what it is—although I think 
that a man who retires ought entirely to 
get out of a business.

3 Wien vanadium, the strength 
went up to 170,000 pounds. 

Having vanadium in hand I pulled apart 
our models and tested in detail to deter- 
mine what kind of steel was best for every 
part.

The only reason I can imagine 
for the custom is that they want to show 
that they possess them. ® 

If women knew at what cost of fearful 
suffering the skins and furs with which 
they adorn themselves are obtained, ex- 
ceedingly few of them—let us hope, for the 
sake of our regard for womankind—would 
continue to wear them. It is ignorance or 
thoughtlessness on their part. 

The skins used in making fine kid gloves 
come from kids that have been sewed up 
in covers to keep their skins in a condition 
of perfect softness. This cruelty is revolt- 
ing. The kid grows, but the tight bandages 
are not changed. The little animals writhe 
in torture in their unyielding jackets. 

An otter was pursued by a band of men 
and boys for four hours, when she gave 
birth to two little ones. The account stated 
that she was pursued for two hours after 
that before she was finally Killed. 

Most of the skins used for furs are ob- 
tained by catching their owners in traps. 
Death in such cases comes usually at the 
close of hours, or even of days, of the 
most intense suffering and terror. The 
principal device used by professional trap- 
pers is the steel trap, the most fiendish in- 
strument of arrest that was ever invented 
by the human mind. It is not an uncom: 
mon thing for the savage jaws of this mom 
strous instrument to bite off the leg of an 
animal at a single stroke. If the leg is not 
completely amputated by the snap of the 
steel it is likely to be so deeply cut as to 
encourage the animal to gnaw or twist it 
off. This latter is the common mode of es 
cape of many animals. Trappers say that 
on an average one animal out of every five 
caught has only three legs. A trapper told 
me recently that he once caught a musk- 
rat that had only one leg. The poor rem- 
nant was caught by the tail. 

In order to guard against the escape of 


limb, trappers are advised by their guide 
books to use traps with small “pans,” so 
that the limb of the captive, coming di- 
rectly in the center of the trap, will be

in the management of domesticated fowls. | 
To many people these appear quite ordi- 


Tw i are but few people in the poul- 


nary, which may explain why they are often 


neglected; or, at best, but indifferently ob- 
served. If breeders really understood their 
functions, this might be otherwise. 


Water is elemented to all vegetable and 
animal life, so also is pure air and sunshine; 
omit any one of the three and most things 
on this earth would perish. In the wild or 
natural state, all life is so environed that 
these are always available, and in a condi- 
tion of purity; under artificial conditions. 
they 
detrimental in varying degree to the pros- 
perity of plants, animals and birds. The 
major portion of a hen’s physical being is 
water, and about 70 per cent of the egg 
she lays is also water; two facts which of 
themselves are sufficient to demonstrate the 
importance of a bountiful supply of water 
always being available. The air she 
breathes is the elemental fuel that keeps 
the machinery in healthy motion; and floods 
of sunshine are inimical to disease germs 
and destructive to microbes and bacteria. 
Now, intelligent breeders know all this; 
they also are aware that impure water, stag- 
nant air an dark quarters a]! induce phys- 
ical ailments and ultimately troubles of a 
more serious nature. Obviously, these are 
all negative to profitable production, vary- 
ing only in degree as the impurities are 
more or less pronounced 

For the benefit of our readers, let us call 
attention to some research work along these 


lines that is being carried on by the Mis- 
sort State Board of Poultry Culture, and 
which demonstrates that insufficient water 


with any breed of fowl will curtail egg pro- 
duction from 40 to 50 per cent, and that a 
bountiful supply of pure water has an eco- 
nomic value in commercial poultry culture 
equal to that of the feeding stuffs. In other 
words, the liquids (water) are just as essen- 
tial as the solids (grain and mashes.) 
ought to be eonvincing, even though 
Statement may appear startling. However, 
we will quote directly, showing specifically 
that water is a dominating factor in profit- 
wble poultry culture:

there is a decided variation in the quality 
of fresh-laid hen fruit; in the cold-storaged 


article much of this variation is removed 


by careful selection and grading; it does 
not pay to preserve faulty and low-grade 
eggs. Quality and price should govern here 
as elsewhere. Cold-storaged eggs should 
be sold as such; to masquerade them as 
“fresh-laid” is not only a deception, but 
poor business. Dilating further on the eco- 
nomics governing cold storage, our Mis- 
souri friends say that: Storage facilities 
now available are so well developed that 
it is possible to take eggs out of cold stor- 
age in such a condition that they compare 
favorably with many grades of fresh eggs. 
It is to the advantage of the producer that 


both producers and consumers should know 


the real value of cold-storaged eggs. It is 
almost inevitable that there will be a season 
of the year when there will be more eggs 
produced than can be consumed. Then, too, 
there will be a season when the supply pro- 
duced will be much less than is consumed. 
Cold storage is the method which tends to 
even the supply availabie to the consumer. 
The surplus produced in the spring may be 
held over unti! the fall and winter months 
when the supply decreases. Cold storage is 
a valuable asset to civilization and it is un- 
fair that cold-storaged products which rank 
favorably with fresh products should be dis- 
criminated against merely because they are 
colfi-storaged products. If they are of inte- 
rior quality there is a reasonable excuse 
for a lower price, but if the quality is as 
good as a fresh grade of eggs they should 
be allowed the same price as the other egg 
of a similar quality.“ These are pertinent 
facts for comsumers to consider and allow 
for.

ted $10,000 in 1918 from an average of 4200: 
White Leghorn hens. At the time the book 
came out, there appeared a review of the 
book in these columns, in which was de- 
scribed the basic principles, ideas and meth- 
ods that made this feat possible. That early 
edition has been exhausted, and a second 
is now in press. In this there is some ac- 
count of what this Pasadena poultry plant 
“turned in” for the years of 1918, 19 and 20, 
showing a profit for those years of 329, 
556.16; or, a trifle under $10,000 per year. 
On this plant there has been no sky-blue 
performances; the 300-egger is only con- 
spicuous by her absence. There was, how- 
ever, a perceptible increase in the egg rec- 
ord per hen, coverjng the whole flock. In 
1921 the average was 140 eggs per hen, 
counting all layers on the farm. The high- 
est pullet record was 160.9 eggs per pullet 
from 1209 March-hatched birds kept in one 
flock. A good showing, say we. 


Mr. Tumbach has also been experimenting 
with electric lighting, trap-nesting, and in- 
tensive cu'ling. Regarding results so far 
attained, he says he shall adopt none of 
them just at this time. 


Mr. Tumbach pointedly says that “the 
continued raising of the flock average with- 
out sacrificing net profits in dollars is the 
problem affording the greatest interest at 
this time. Increased production, without re- 
sort to individualizing and its resultant in- 
crease in costs, may fairly be taken as an 
indication that we are on the right track. 
Were it otherwise, we might certainly ex- 
pect retrogression, since nothing in Nature 
remains fixed.”

In these days of high records, great fe- 
cundity and extraordinary performances, we 
must conclude that all hens are burning an 
extra quality of gasoline and the ovaries 
are all traveling in high gear. An egg ma- 
chine that will convert corn and wheat 
feeds, animal foods and green stuff into 358 
individual hen fruits in twelve months is 
certainly “some bird.” We are not saying 
the affidavit is anything but veracious, but 
we have a lingering suspicion that there 
may be discrepancies and shortcomings in 
the record. If this thing continues, the egg- 
a-day hen is due to arrive over the trap- 
nest route most any day. 


New Source for Charcoal 


Readers with long memories will recall 
that just before the close of the war e 
Federal government had its agents in all 
parts of the country buying up peach pits 
to be manufactured into charcoal as an 
absorbent of the fumes of gases on the 
battle fronts in France. It was used er. 
tensively in gas masks as breathing through 
it eliminated much of the poisonous effect 
of gas. A large amount of pits had been 
collected when the armistice was declared, 
hence the uses and values of peach pits 
“took a tumble.” These are now being 
burned into charcoal, thus affording 
a new source of supply, much of which 
will undoubtedly find ite way into balanced 
rations of poultry foods, and also in a 
granulated form for the birds to consume 
at their pleasure when fed in open vessels, 
much as dirt and oyster shell are. Char- 
coal from peach and apricot pits possesses 
a high quality, which is certainly in its 
favor. Thus another waste product of the 
fruit grower is converted into commercial 
product to be used by the poultry farmer. 
Verily, everything has ifg uses; it only re- 
mains for man to * and apply all 
things to his needs and advantage.

INTERESTING PROCESS . 


HE eradication of animal tuberculosis 
is an 8 which requires the 
charge, as well as the hearty co-operation 
of stock- owners and the general public. 
In order to be of lasting value, any efforts 
to reduce or control tuberculosis in live 
stock should have eradication in view as 
the final object. We should not temporize 
with this insidious malady, but should adopt 
progressive measures which will insure 
success within a reasonable time. 


The first measure making it possible for 
the State of California to engage in the 
control of animal tuberculosis was the Pure 
Milk Law; enacted in 1916, Primarily, 
however, this law is a public health measure. 
It forbids the sale or offering for sale of 
any milk from cows that have not passed 
the tuberculin test unless the product, has 
been pasteurized by the holding process at 
a temperature of not less than 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit for a period of twenty-five min- 
utes. In other words, the dairyman may 
have his cows tuberculin-tested, removing 
any reactors, or may pasteurize the milk, 
which is more expensive than tuberculin- 

Tuberculin tests are made free of charge 
to any dairyman. The law, however, pro-
